MEMORANDUM FOR TME RECORD 
SUBJECT: Mr. Anthony (Tony) BROU'N 

REFERENCES: Previous Memos, Same Subject, dated 25 and 26 

September 1968 



1. GCA^ reached Mr. KLICKS by telephone again at circa 1230 . 
hours on 26 September to advise him that kc had learned from 
BROlv’2'1 that ho had received funds from Harper and Row and would 
’'Ty his iiotel bill soonest. Mr. KLICKS stated that Mr. BROV.'N . 
iiad just paid DM 2,400.00 on a bill of over DM 4,000.00 and that 
the difference ^^as still outstanding. Mr. BROWN liad promised 

to wire for additional funds. Mr. KLICKS stated further that 
ho was cutting off all services to Mr. BROWN until the account 
was settled. 

2. *ioCA^ then contacted Mr. BROWN at the hotel by telephone. 
Mr. BROWN explained that he had only asked for $750.00 from 
Harper and Row,, not realizing that his bill would be so high 
and that he planned to wire for more money immediately. 

(Mr. BROV.'N had previously informed OCA th.at lie had asked for 
and was expecting $2000.00.) Mr. BROWN stated further that 
he planned to talk with Mr. KLICKS soonest and to work out a 
solution by offering to leave his passport on deposit with 
Mr. KLICKS until the additional funds arrived. Mr. BROW'N again 
requested that wo keep knowledge of this whole incident restricted 
because ho felt that if the people with whom he is dealing in 
Munich (Dr. SCHNEIDER) learned of the matter, they would be 
upset and thus might upset negotiation.^ with them. ^O'CA assured 
Mr. BROWN that we would do everything possible (informally) 
to keep the matter out of the hands of the police. 

5. Circa 1330 hours on 26 September Mr. BROWN again called 
iOCA and advised that he had made an arrangement with Mr. KLICKS 
wherein Mr. BROWN deposited with Mr. KLICKS two personal chocks 
(one from Gen. SIRERT and one from Ross CANFIELD) as security 
until he received additional cash to settle the hotel bill. 

Mr. BROh'N was moving out of the Hotel Splendid and would seek 

other hotel accommodations. Mr. BROWN stated that he would 

let jOCA- know as soon' as he had found other quarters. ^ 
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4. As of 1030 hours on 27 September 1968 OCA- has had 
no further worit from Mr. BROWN nor have we heard from 
Mr. KLICKS.
